As the election season nears its end, 
a flurry of new polls, most conducted 
last week, show some of the state’s 
critical races tightening, while others 
seem all but decided. 

In the 3rd Congressional District, 
Democratic incumbent Bill Orton holds 
a sizeable lead over Republican chal- 
lenger Richard Harrington. According 
to a Salt Lake Tribune/KUTV poll, 
Orton leads with 48 percent of the vote 
to 25 percent for Harrington, while 25 
percent of the voters are undecided. 

The race for Utah’s governor is closer, 
however, as a poll conducted by Ditt- 
man Research indicates. The poll pro- 
jects Republican Mike Leavitt taking 
39 percent of the vote, independent 
candidate Merrill Cook with 35 percent 
and Democrat Stewart Hanson with 26 
percent. Polls running in the Salt Lake 
Tribune and the Deseret News show a 
wider gap between Leavitt and Cook, 
however. 

In the race for U.S. Senate, various 
polls show Republican candidate Bob 
Bennett holding an 8- to 17-point lead 
over Democrat Wayne Owens. The Salt 
Lake Tribune poll indicates Bennett 
has 50 percent of the vote to Owens’ 33

percent. While the Deseret News 
reports similar numbers, a poll con- 
ducted by Dittman Research shows 
Bennett with 58 percent and Owens 
with 42 percent. 

All three polls agree Pres. George 
Bush has a large lead over Democrat 
Bill Clinton and independent candi- 
date Ross Perot throughout Utah. In 
those polls, Bush is leading with about 
40 percent of the vote, 13 to 20 per- 
centage points ahead of Clinton, who 
has 25 percent. Perot has about 20 per- 
cent of the vote. 

In the state’s other congressional 
races, the Salt Lake Tribune reports 
Democrat Karen Shepherd leading her 
Republican opponent Enid Greene by a 
margin of 16 percent in the 2nd 
Congressional District. In the 1st 
Congressional District, Republican Jim 
Hansen is far ahead of Democrat Ron 
Holt, with a lead of 47 percent. 

If the Salt Lake Tribune poll proves 
accurate, both of the initiatives on the 
Utah ballot will fail, as opponents of 
parimutuel betting and a new lightrail 
system outnumber supporters. 

Generally speaking, a poll with less 
than an 8-point difference between two 
candidates indicates, given the margin 
for error, a very close race.

Outside a diner in Philadelphia, 
Clinton said the election was a

He said his rival was “slippery 


when wet,” trouble waiting to hap- 
pen on economic policy and the pos- 
sessor of a flawed character. 

The Democrat, he said, “offers an 
economic disaster for this country,” 
and predicted anew that a Clinton 
administration would lead to the 
high interest rates and high infla- 
tion of the last Democratic presi- 
dency under Jimmy Carter. “We

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‘Bellwether’ county picks Clinton 


PRINEVILLE, Ore. — So you want to feel the pulse of America on 
Election Day? Then turn off the television. Forget the polls and pundits. 
Grab a cup of coffee and step onto the porch of Merle and Kay Kellogg’s 
log house, high on Grizzly Mountain. 

There’s not a campaign poster in sight — just the little town of 
Prineville in the valley below. Gazing over this uncluttered landscape 
toward the mountainous horizon makes you feel you can see clear across 
America. 

In a way, you can. 

This is Crook County, the nation’s last bellwether county. In every 
presidential election since 1884, voters here have picked the candidate 
who won the nation’s popular vote, from Grover Cleveland to George 
Bush. 

It’s a record unmatched among the nation’s 3,106 counties, ever since 
Iowa’s Palo Alto County lost bellwether status by siding with Walter 
Mondale in 1984. 

So who’s going to win in Crook County? The local newspaper, the 
Central Oregonian, polled 100 voters last week and found Bill Clinton 
holding a slight edge. He was favored by 33 percent to Bush’s 29 percent 
and Ross Perot’s 24 percent. 


Troubled GM overhauls its.leadership 


NEW YORK — General Motors Corp. announced sweeping changes at 
the top Monday, installing a new chairman and chief executive and 
pushing out four other senior officials linked to the leading automaker’s 
growing financial trouble. 

President John F. “Jack” Smith Jr. was given the title of chief execu- 
tive officer, while outside director John Smale became chairman. 

In addition, outgoing chairman Robert Stempel, forced to resign a week 
ago, officially retired. Three of Stempel’s associates also left their posts. 

The changes announced during a GM board meeting in New York also 
affected the company’s highly successful Saturn carmaking subsidiary, 
which will no longer have autonomous marketing, engineering and man- 
ufacturing operations. 


Armed citizens stalk rebels in Angola 


LUANDA, Angola — Angolan government forces had most of Luanda 
back under control Monday and appealed to citizens not to wreak 
revenge on UNITA rebels after fighting reportedly left up to 1,000 dead. 

As rebel resistance melted in the capital, armed civilians were reported 
hunting down rebels. UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi’s second-in-command 
and nephew were reported killed, and a third top rebel wounded. Police 
said they captured three UNITA generals. 

If confirmed, the losses would be a major setback to the U.S.-backed 
UNITA rebels, who signed a cease-fire with the pro-Soviet government 
in 1991 to end a 16-year civil war in which 350,000 people died. 

Clashes between the governing MPLA — the Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola — and UNITA — the National Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola — erupted in the provinces Thursday and 
spread to Luanda Saturday. 


Days of ’47 Parade may go suburban 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake City’s traditional Days of ’47 Parade, 
a regular downtown feature since 1848, may be moving to the suburbs 
next July. 

Instead of the parade through the capital’s skyscraper canyons, the cel- 
ebration of the arrival of Mormon pioneers in Utah may instead take a 
two-mile route ending at West Valley City’s Valley Fair Mall. 

Parade organizers confirmed they have asked West Valley City to host 
the annual celebration. 

Prior to this year’s parade, F.R. Harmon, Days of ’47 President, was 
told by Salt Lake Mayor Deedee Corradini that the committee may have 
to pay in future years for police and sanitation services. 

Because the committee is a nonprofit organization, it can’t afford the 
services, which could possibly run into thousands of dollars, Harmon 
said. As a result, the parade would have to be dropped from the celebra- 
tion or moved to another city. 

West Valley City was one of several Utah communities that have 
extended an invitation to host the parade free of charge. 

Other events in connection with the parade may be affected, including 
the annual Desert News-KSL Marathon and 10K, and the Neighbor 
Fair, which takes. place at Liberty Park. oe

Rape crisis center 
trains Y volunteers

After 40 hours of intense, and at 
times graphic, training, 22 BYU 
students began their duties Sunday 
as part of a 39-member Provo Rape 
Crisis team. 

Denise Lofthouse, volunteer coor- 
dinator of the Center for Women 
and Children in Crisis, said the 
training is intense and includes 
watching videos of simulated rapes 
and movies containing rape scenes 
to help team members prepare for 
their work. 

Steve Turley, chair of the Student 
Advisory Council, said the training 
videos brought to light the reality 
of what can happen to people 
today. 

“We’re going to be dealing with 
situations as graphic and traumat- 
ic as those portrayed in the videos,” 
Turley said. 

Lofthouse said one of the training 
videos is a cable television produc- 
tion, called “Campus Rape,” which 
is part of a national public educa- 
tion effort. The videos not only help 
new team members understand 
their work, but assist previously 
abused people in deciding if they 
are ready to help in the volunteer 
program, she added. 

“These videos help the team 
members by showing the responses 
of victims, police officers, doctors 
and family members to rape,” she

There are several myths about 
rape that many people believe, she 
said, adding that one focus of the 
training is explaining that those 
myths simply aren’t true. 

Turley said one of the most com- 
mon myths is the stereotype people 
have about rapists and their vic- 
tims.

One victim, who found a team 
member waiting at the hospital 
when she arrived, said it was com- 
forting to have someone explain 
what was happening and what to 
expect next. 

“She walked me through it; she 
even offered to help call my par- 
ents,” she said.

Here’s how it 
works in most states. Sometime 
last summer every political party 
elected its own set of would-be 
electors. In Utah, the delegates to 
the Republican and Democratic 
state conventions each selected 
five individuals as presidential 
electors. When Ross Perot’s “vol- 
unteers” qualified him for the 
Utah ballot, they also filed the 
names of five local citizens who 
would serve as electors if he 
should carry the state. Lest any- 
one accuses me of ignoring Utah 
County’s adopted favorite son, the 
“Bo” Gritz campaign did not file 


any electors so it is not clear what | 


will happen if he wins in Utah. 

On Monday, Dec. 14, at noon, the 
five electors designated by the 
presidential candidate who 
attracts the most votes in Utah (a 
majority is not required) will meet 
in the lieutenant governor’s office 
to cast their votes. This scene will 
be repeated in every state in 
America. 

What happens if these electors 
cast a vote for someone other than 
the nomineee who selected them 
and who won the state’s popular 
vote? This has not been a problem 
in past elections. In the last 200 
years, more than 18,000 electors 
have voted and only 12 have cast 
rogue votes. One of the reasons so 
few electors have disobeyed the 
popular will is that many states 
have laws similar to the Utah 
statute that declares any elector 
casting a vote for someone other 
than her or his party’s nominee is 
considered to have resigned as an 
elector. On Jan. 6, the votes are 
opened and counted by the presi- 
dent of the Senate, who declares 
the winner of the presidency. In

The most common criticism of 
the Electoral College is that it 
could produce a president who had 
lost the popular vote. Many self- 
described students of the 
Constitution and the political 
process are surprised to learn that 
there were no popular votes tallied 
for president until 1824.

The Founding Fathers were well pleased 
with the method they gave us to elect the 
president. Alexander Hamilton said, “The 
mode of appointment of the chief Magistrate 
of the United States is almost the only part 
of the system ... which has escaped without 
severe censure... 

“The process of election affords a moral 
certainty that the office of President will 
never fall to the lot of any man who is not in 
an eminent degree endowed with the requi- 
site qualifications.... It will not be too strong 
to say that there will be a constant probabil- 
ity of seeing the station filled by characters 
pre-eminent for ability and virtue.” 
(“Federalist?, No. 68). 

The reason was that “the mode of his elec- 
tion precludes every possibility of corruption 
or improper influence of any kind.” (Davie, 
“Elliot’s Debates,” IV, p. 104). 

“No faction or combination can bring about 
the election. It is probable that the choice 
will always fall upon a man of experienced 
abilities and fidelity. In all human probabili- 
ty, no better mode of election could have 
been devised.” (Iredell, “Elliot’s Debates,” 
IV, pp.106-107). 

“By it we avoid corruption; and we are lit- 
tle exposed to the lesser evils of party

If anyone has found fault with the 
Electoral College, it is either because he or 
she does not understand how it is to work or 
they have sinister designs. Through the 
years it has been severely misused and is 
now hanging by a thread, as is the rest of 
the Constitution. 

Article II, Sec. 1, Cl. 2 reads, “Each State 
shall appoint, in such manner as the legisla- 
ture thereof may direct, a number of electors 
equal to the whole number of Senators and 
Representatives to which the State may be 
entitled in the Congress; but no Senator or 
Representative, or person holding an office 
of trust or profit under the United States, 
shall be appointed an elector.” 

The meaning of this was given by 
Hamilton: “They have not made the 
appointment of the President to depend on 
any pre-existing bodies of men who might be 
tampered with beforehand to prostitute 
their votes; but they have referred it in the 
first instance to an immediate act of the peo- 
ple of America, to be exerted in the choice of 
persons for the temporary and sole purpose 
of making the appointment. And they have 
excluded from eligibility to this trust all 
those who from situation might be suspected 
of too great devotion to the President in 
office.” (“Federalist,” No. 68)

electors. The term “State” is synonymous 
with “people.” For instance, Amendment 10 
reads, “States respectively, or to the people.” 

The state legislatures were not to appoint 
the electors. As James Iredell said, “it could 
not be done with propriety by the state legis- 
latures, because, as they were to direct the 
manner of appointing, a law would look very 
awkward, which should say, ‘They gave the 
power of such appointments to themselves.” 
(“Elliot’s Debates,” IV, p. 105) 

The state legislatures were just to regulate 
the manner in which the elections for elec- 
tors were held. This procedure is similar to 
the way the state legislatures prescribe the 
“Manner of holding Elections for Senators 
and Representatives.” (Art. I, Sec. 4, Cl. 1). 

There is a drive now to abolish the 
Electoral College and to let the people vote 
directly for the president. The Founding 
Fathers did not want this to be. 

Madison noted “the disposition in the peo- 
ple to prefer a citizen of their own state and 
the disadvantage this would throw on the 
small states.” And Elbridge Gerry warned 
“A popular election of this case is radically 
vicious. The ignorance of the people would 
put it in the power of some one set of men 
dispersed through the Union, and acting in 
concert, to delude them into any appoint- 
ment.” (“Madison Debates,” 7/25/1787). 

What is needed is not another amendment, 
but a return to the original Constitution.

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SLC mall should help youth

SALT LAKE CITY — Crossroads 
Plaza could reduce the number of 
homeless youth who congregate 
outside its east entrance by build- 
ing a drop-in center, a former 
homeless man calling himself D.C. 
said Friday during a discussion of 
homeless problems. 

D.C., who said he knows all of the 
youth who sit outside the mall, 
attended the annual Utah Issues 
Conference at the Salt Palace to 
represent their needs. “Those kids 
are scared,” D.C. said. “They may 
give a macho image with the way 
they walk around, but they just 
want attention.” 

D.C. has periodically lived on the 
streets during the past 10 years in 
several states. He now works at a 
JB’s restaurant as a cook. He said 
he believes the youth congregate in 
front of downtown malls because 
they have nowhere else to go. A 
drop-in center would fulfill the 
need. D.C. estimated 300 youth 
sleep on Salt Lake streets every 
night. 

At the conference, the Travelers 
Aid Society and Utah Issues 
released the findings of 43 inter- 
views with homeless youth. Sally 
Marriott, who helped conduct the 
survey, said it was difficult inter- 


viewing the youth because many |

felt the questions would lead them 
to being placed in custody. 

“It is often by mutual agreement 
between the youth and their par- 
ents that they’re living on the 
streets,” said Liza Gonzales, a co- 
author of the report. She said it is 
not uncommon for parents to visit 
their youth while they’re on the 
streets. 

“One 14-year-old girl I inter- 
viewed had been on the streets for 
two years,” Gonzales said. “When I 
met her, she had just gotten back 
from a family reunion.” 

One mom took her son to receive 
medical treatment for a broken 
ankle and then dropped him back 
off on the street. 

Of the 43 homeless youth sur- 
veyed, 74 percent said they were 
hungry most of the time. Only 42 
percent eat two or more meals a 
day. Three of four of the 
youths panhandle and nearly half 
work part-time or at odd jobs to 
make money. Nineteen percent
